Sales 
in excess of the quota amounted 
to $1,301,625. 

The Ardrhore Business District 
led all districts in Lower Merion 
and Narberth in the total of bond 
sales with $700,500. Bryn Mawr 
was second with sales of $578,100 
and Merion third with $417,950. 

The grand total for the area 
was boosted by the Autocar Com- 
pany's purchase of S2.000.000.

Bank Added 300 
To Christmas Club 

Has High Percentage 
Gain; B. M. National 
Shows Drop 

The National Bank of Narberth 
added 300 more members to its 
Christmas Club this year as com- 
pared to 1943. 

At the same time deposits in the 
Christmas Club accounts increase 
over last year by $6,000. 

In 1943 the Narberth National 
reported 500 members and savings 
totaling $40,000 in! its Christmas 
Club. This year the bank re- 
ported 800 members and savings 
of $46,000. 

Only two other banks of the 
lower Main Line had Christmas 
clubs. These were the Bryn Mawr 
National Bank which heported a 
Christmas Club membership of 
1,400 and savings of $108,000 and 
the Bryn Mawr Trust Company 
which reported a membership of 
1,500 and deposits of $120,000. 

Neither one of the Bryii Mawr 
banks, however, showed the 
Christmas Club percentage gain 
that the Narberth National did. 
The Bryn Mawr National was one 
of the few banks of Montgomery 
County that showed both a drop 
in Christmas Club members and 
receipts during the past year. The 
Bryn Mawr Trust Company show- 
ed a gain of 100 members and 
$25,000 in deposits. 

Throughout Montgomery Coun- 
ty 34 banks have distributed $3,- 
096,748 savings to 43,898 Christ- 
mas Club members. This repre- 
sents an increase over 1943 of 
$560,950 distributed by all th:- 
banks. In 1943 the conty banks 
had 38,490 club members and $2,- 
535.798 deposits. 

In the county banks the aver- 
age amount being paid out to 
Christmas Club members is $70 
an increase of $4 over 1943.

Indigents 

A Christmas gift of $17,000 
went out Monday to eight hos- 
pitals in and around Montgomery 
County from Montgomery County 
Commissioners Fred C. Peters. 
Foster C. Hillegass and Raymond 
K. Mensch as the second payment 
on the county's annual appropria- 
tion to these institutions. 

A similar amount was paid the 
hospitals earlier this year. 

The appropriations from Coun r 
ty funds is to compensate the hos 
pitals for care and treatment of 
Montgomery County residents 
who are given free care by the in- 
stitutions. The amount is based 
upon the amount of care given 
and the appropriation which is 
reduced this year over past years, 
indicates that fewer persons have 
required free treatment. 

The $17,000 fund dispersed to- 
day is broken down as follows: 

Abington Hospital. Bryn Mawr 
Hospital, and Montgomery Hospit- 
al, $3,920 each; Pottstown Hospital. 
$2,180: Pottstown Homeopathic 
Hospital. $1,310: Elm Terrace Hos- 
pital.

Sellersville. $500 each, 
and Sacred Heart Hospital, Norris- 
town. $750.

Municipalities Renew Demand For 
Part of Four Cents Liquid Fuel Tax 



Narberth Borough, Lower Mer- 
ion and Haverford Townships, 
directly or indirectly, have now 
approved a plan to have one cent 
of the four cents State liquid fuel 
tax returned to municipalities for 
road building and maintaining 
purposes. 

Although the proposal has been 
hanging fire for sometime it has 
recently received new impetus 
from the dwindling need of this 
liquid fuel fund for relief bene- 
fits. 

Lower Merion has approved the 
plan through its representation in 
the State Association of First Class 
Townships. Haverford, after the 
plan was explained by Harry 
Fritschman. secretary of the 
Township, gave its approval at a 
meeting on January 11. Nar- 
berth has joined in the action 
through the State Association of 
Boroughs

With municipalities facing the 
likelihood that considerable money- 
will be needed to catch up on road 
repairs and delayed improvements 
in the post war era the proposal, 
which has been buffeted from 
pillar to post in Harrisburg, has a 
chance of being seriously consid- 
ered at the next session of the 
State Legislature. 

The proposal has been approved 
by the liquid fuels tax . committee 
of the Joint State Government 
Commission. The report says 
there should be no further delay 
in allocating part of the liquid 
fuel tax to townships, borough 
and cities. In order to relieve the 
burden of the real estate tax the 
committee says the money should 
be used for maintenace, construc- 
tion and reconstruction of roads, 
streets and bridges, and for sink- 
ing fund charges and for the re- 
tirement of bonds Issued for such 
purposes.

Mrs. .Roma Warner, 33. wife of 
Sterling O. Warner. Cynwyd, a 
Philadelphia jeweler, whose ro- 
mance with Elmer Unger. 54, for- 
mer Lower Merion High School 
physical education instructor, led 
to a divorce action by her hus- 
band, has asked the State Supe- 
rior Court to amend an order of 
the Montgomery County Courts 
which awarded custody of her two 
children to her husband. 

Mrs. Warner, in an appeal for 
an amendment to an order by 
President Judge Harold G. Knight, 
of the Montgomery Cdunty Court, 
said that her visits with Roma 
Warner, 8, and Richard, 5. at the 
home of her husband. Sterling, 
subjected her to "contemptuous 
and humiliating treatment." 

The suit for divorce, brought by 
her husband, still is pending. 

In her appeal, Mrs. Warner 
charged the Montgomery County 
Court with denying her a full 
hearing on charges of adultery 
with "the Greek gfed." Elmer Un- 
ger. Mrs. Warner, who has filed 
a counter-infidelity suit against 
her husband, said the county 
court had no right to adjudge her 
as "not a fit person to be entrust- 
ed with the custody of her chil- 
dren." .

Dying Statement 
Quoted by Lower 
Merion Police 



The death bed statement of the 
victim oi an automobile accident 
was; brought before a jury at an 
inquest conducted Wednesday 
morning by Coroner Winslow J. 
Rushong and proved a major fac- 
tor in determining that the driver 
of the automobile involved was 
not guilty of any criminal negli- 
gence. The jury after hearing the 
testimony promptly released the 
driver. 

The inquest was held into the 
death of Dr. Walter Chrystie, 83, 
of Morris Rd.. Bryn Mawr. who 
died at Bryn Mawr Hospital Dec. 9, 
three days alter he was struck by 
an automobile operated by John 
Thompson, of Gladwyne. 

Thompson, a private chauffeur, 
testified he did not see the phy- 
sician until the latter' was only 
a few inches from his automobile. 

Thompson's statement was sub- 
stantiated by Sergeant Joseph 
Mawhinney, Lower Merion, who 
told Coroner Rushong and the 
jury that in Dr. Chrystie's dying 
statement to his son and grand- 
children, he had cleared Thomp- 
son of responsibility for the acci- 
dent. 

Dr. Chrystie. according to Ma- 
whinney's recitation, said he was 
crossing Montgomery Ave., against 
a traffic light when he was hit.

Arthur A. Bailey Is 
Granted A Parole 

Pleaded Guilty in 
Narberth Fatal 
Accident 



Sentenced Sept. 8 to a term of 
11 months in the Montgomery 
County Prison after pleading 
guilty to a charge of involuntary 
manslaughter, Arthur A. Bailey, 
31-year-old Philadelphia advertis- 
ing company executive, was grant- 
ed a parole this morning by 
Judges Knight. Corson and Dan- 
nehower, for the balance of his 
jail term. 

The parole came as a happy 
Yuletide gift to Bailey, enabling 
him to be reunited with his fam- 
ily at their Wynnewood home for 
the Christmas season. 

Bailey entered dthe plea to the 
charge after he was indicted in 
connection with the death of 
Francis E. Connelly. Lower Mer- 
ion, in an automobile accident 
Feb. 20, 1944, on Montgomery 
Ave., Narberth. Testimony indi- 
cated that Bailey was operating 
his car/at a high rate of speed on 
Montgomery Ave. and that Con- 
nelly's car coining in an opposite 
direction made a turn into a gas- 
oline station, in front of Bailey's 
car. Connelly died a short time 
alter the accident. 

At that time, it was revealed by 
Attorney John E. Flynn. counsel 
for Bailey, that his insurance 
company had paid out $16,000 to 
the family of Connelly in settle- 
ment of any damage claims, prior 
to the entry of any suit. 



■ Instead of the 166 votes for 
which the local election board 
gave Myers credit, he actually re- 
ceived 271 votes in that district, 
the count made by the Court ap- 
pointed board composed of At- 
torneys Charles N. Moffett, Jr..

Magistrates Are Short-Changed On 
Fees Lownes Charges At Co. Meeting 

A proposal that 80 members of the Montgomery County 
Justice of the Peace Association open up a test case in the 
County to determine what costs shall be turned over to 
them was proposed at a meeting of the Association last 
Monday night in Norristown. 



The proposal was made by Mag- 
istrate Walter B. Lownes, Ardmore, 
former president of the organiza- 
tion, after he had listened to a 
speech by Joseph Prince, solicitor 
for Dr. Frank P. K. Barker, con- 
troller of the County. Costs and 
fees in certain cases are paid 
through the Controller's office. 

Magistrate Lownes took excep- 
tion to some of Prince's state- 
ments which intimated that Mont- 
gomery justices of the peace were 




receiving better treatment than in 
other counties. 

Magistrates of Montgomery 
County were losing fees from con- 
tinued hearing cases that ran into 
thousands of dollars annually. 
Magistrate Lownes said. He stated 
there were other types of fees 
which by a ruling of the Controller 
could be turned over to the magis- 
trates. 

"Montgomery County," said 
Magistrate Lownes when inter- 
viewed following the meeting, "is 
wealthy enough and has it within 
its power to make the magistrate's 
office a paying job. It has been 
done in other counties of the 
Commonwealth and it could be 
done here." 

Magistrate Lownes said his sug- 
gestion was not political, as some 
minds would construe it. but was 
only an attempt to obtain for the 
office of the minor judiciary those

An Open Letter To Women Of 
L.M.-Narberth G.O.P. Council 

Let us give the Republican Party a Christmas present. Let us 
show the citizens we have enough vision to read the writing on 
the wall of the last election. Let us start building wisely a strong 
foundation for the presidential election of 1943. 

The Lower Merion-Narberth Council of Republican Women is 
an important index to what other Republican women of the State 
may do. Mrs. John Y. Huber, Jr., with apologies to Roosevelt, has 
been this Council's president for a good many years. She has 
given considerable time to the Council's work. But she has also 
controlled its direction, determined its policies and maintained a 
certain clique in office. In addition, this charming little lady is 
also president of the Pennsylvania Council of Republican Women. 
The action and policy of the local council is a fairly good straw in 
the wind of what may happen among Republican women in the 
Commonwealth. 

The first week of December we received one of the most en- 
couraging releases we have received as a newspaper. It came from 
your council. It reported a talk by Mrs. Edna R. Carroll, vice- 
chairman of the Republican State Committee, before the Council, 
in which she quoted an article written by David Lawrence, Editor 
of the United States News. Even though it was an indirect utter- 
ance, we thought it significant as coming from a Council meeting. 

Speaking of appealing to the people's confidence Lawrence 
said : 

"They used to get it (confidence) in the days when they (Re- 
publicans) championed the child-labor amendment to the Con- 
stitution, the anti-injunction labor laws, collective bargaining, 
statutes like the Railway Mediation Act, the Sherman Anti-Trust 
Law and other constructive laws such as the one creating the 
parcel post and when they offered a 'full dinner pail' for the 
working man." 

Lawrence went on to say that the Republican Party to revive 
itself must have a legislative program that appeals to the average 
man. 

The next week what did the Council do? 

According to your publicity release you had a speaker who 
talked against proposed legislation to freeze government-owned 
industries in 11 Northeastern states ,and another speaker who took 
a coy slap at the C. I. O.'s Political Action Committee. 

Labor is interested in both these subjects, and Labor is 
against the sentiment expressed at the Council's committee meet- ' 
ing on both these subjects. 

If David Lawrence's ideas merit quotation, surely they merit 
consideration in your plans to woo Labor's vote. Double-talk by 
the Council can lead only to the kind of political graveyard that 
it did in November of this year. 

To Labor there can be only one interpretation: that the 
Council's talk of its interest in Labor is only vote-getting window 
dressing; that the Council is not sinceVely interested in the wel- 
fare of Labor or the program that Labor has mapped out for it- 
self. 

This, alone, would not be so discouraging. But, what is worse, 
the Council thus lays itself open to the charge that it is being 
used as the mouthpiece of "big" business (not little business) and 
is accepting, without reasonable examination, the pre-election 
propaganda of "big business" that the PAC of the CIO is sub- 
versive, anti-American and Communistic. 

Which is wrong. The PAC of the CIO may have some Com- 
munists in its ranks, but Communists do not dominate its organ- 
ization. Likewise any "Silver Shirt" tinge in the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers is no proof that the manufacturers are 
dominated by Fascists. If the Council is to make any progress in 
wooing the Labor vote, it will have to start from the premise that 
Labor has a right to organize politically, raise money for political ' 
purposes and have political plans for the future. Manufacturers 
and big business groups have done it for years. Now, why not 
Labor?

COAL PRODUCTION 

At present rates of production. 
.1944 will be an all-time record 
vear in the Nation's output of bi- 
tuminous coal. To the end of Sep- 
tember, bituminous production 
had totaled more than 4T 1,000 .000 
tons and the production of Penn- 
sylvania anthracite had passed 
49.000.000 tons. 

Pennsylvania's output so war in 
1944 represents one-fourth of the 
bituminous production and 31% of 
the total coal production of the 
United States. These figures do 
not fully reveal the great efforts 
that have been made by the coal 
miners and producers of Pennsyl- 
vania to increase their output at 
this hour of the Nation's greatest 
need for fuel energy. 

In the first three-quarters of 
1944. Pennsylvania mined nearly 
9.000,000 more tons of bituminous 
coal and 3.000.000 more tons of 
anthracite than in the same per- 
iod in 1943. This is the largest 
rise in tonnage recorded by any 
state and accounts for 34 ^ of the 
increase of the Nation's coal pro- 
duction during the past nine 
months. It has been accomplish- 
ed despite a decline of some 36.- 
000 in the number of coal min- 
ers in the State, since the out- 
break of the European war.

SOME CONSUMER NOTES 

Full employment of civilians in the first quarter of 1944, accord- 
ing to WPB's Office of Civilian Requirements, result in $281,100,000 
being spent in that three months period by women for street dresses, 
$167,800,000 paid out by men for suits and $108,500,000 for men's 
shirts.

Finally they were all in — all, 
that is. except one. Operations 
reported a Fortress missing. Re- 
turning pilots said it had lagged 
behind and lost altitude just af- 
ter leaving the target. The last 
report said the Fortress couldn't 
stay in the air more than five min- 
utes. Hours had passed since 
then. So it was gone. 

Ten men were in that plane. 
The day's accomplishments had 
been great, but the thought of 10 
lost friends cast a pall over peo- 
ple. 

We had already seen death 
that afternoon. For one of the 
returning Fortresses had re- 
leased a red flare over the field, 
and I had stood with others be- 
neath the great plane as they 
handed its dead pilot, head 
downward, through the escape 
hatch onto a stretcher. 
The faces of his crew were 
grave, and nobody talked very 
loud. One man clutched a leath- 
er cap with blood on it. The pil- 
ot's hands were very white. 

Everybody knew the pilot. He 
was so young, a couple of hours 
ago. The war came inside us then, 
and we felt it deeply.

Our boys 
were alone now with their grave 
troubles. Two engines were gone, 
most of the guns were out of com- 
mission, and they were still more 
than 400 miles from home. The 
radio was out. They were losing 
altitude. 500 feet a minute, and 
now they were down to 2.000. 

The pilot called up his crew and 
held a consultation. Did they 
want to jump? They all said they 
would ride the plane as long as 
it was in the air. He decided to 
keep going. 

The ship was completely out of 
trim, cocked over at a terrible 
angle. But they gradually got it 
trimmed so that it stopped losing 
altitude. 

But now they were down to 900 
feet, and a solid wall of moun- 
tains ahead barred the way home- 
ward. They flew along parallel to 
these mountains for a long time, 
but thev were now miraculously 
gaining some altitude. Finally 
they got the thing up to 1,500 
feet.

It made an 
arc against the dark background 
of the mountains and fell to the 
earth. 

It couldn't be anything else. It 
had to be. The 10 dead men were 
coming home! 

"Where's the flare gun? Gimme 
an green flare!" yelled an officer. 
He ran to the edge of the tow- 
er, shouted "Look out below!" and 
fired a green rocket into the air. 
Then we saw the plane — just 
a tiny black speck. It seemed 
almost on the ground, it was so 
low, an din the first glance we 
could sense that it was barely 
moving, barely staying in the 
air. Crippled and alone, two 
hours behind all the rest, it was 
dragging itself home. 
I am a layman, and no longer 
of the fraternity that flies, but I 
can feel. And at that moment I 
felt something close to human 
love for that faithful battered ma- 
chine, that far dark speck strug- 
gling toward us with such pa- 
thetic slowness. 

All of us stood tense, hardly re- 
membering anyone else was there. 
With our nervous systems we 
seemed to pull the plane toward 
us. I suspect a photograph would 
have shown us all leaning slight- 
ly to the left. 

Not one of us thought the plane 
would ever make the field but on 
it came — so slowly that it was 
cruel to watch. 

It reached the war end of the 
airdrome, still holding its pa- 
thetic little altitude. It skimmed 
over the tops of parked planes, 
and kept on, actually reaching 
out — it seemed to us — for the run- 
way. A few hundred yards more 
now. Could it? Would it? Was 
it truly possible. 

They cleared the last plane, and 
thev were over the runway. They 
settled slowly. The wheels touch- 
ed softly. And as the plane roll- 
ed on down the runway the thou- 
sands of men around that vast 
field suddenly realized that they 
were weak and that they could 
hear their hearts pounding. 

The last of the sunset died, and 
the sky turned into blackness, 
which would help the Germans if, 
they came on schedule with their 
bombs. But nobody cared. Our 
10 dead men were miraculously 

back from the grave.

BRINGING 
THUNDERBIRD HOME 

The 10 men who brought their 
Flying Fortress home from a raid 
on Tripoli, after they had been 
given up for lost, undoubtedly will 
get decorations. Nothing quite 
like it has happened before in this 
war. Here is the full story: 

The Tripoli airdrome was heav- 
ily defended, bv both fighter 
planes and antiaircraft guns. Fly- 
ing into that hailstorm, as one 
pilot said, was like a mouse at- 
tacking a dozen cats. 

The Thunderbird— for that was 
the name of this Tbrtress — was 
first hit just as it dropped its 
bomb load. One engine went out. 
Then a few moments later the 
other engine on the same side 
went. 

When both engines go out on 
the same side it is usually fa- 
tal. And therein lies the dif- 
ference of this feat from other 
instances of bringing damaged 
bombers home. 

The Thunderbird was forced to 
drop below the other Fortresses. 
And the moment a Fortress drops 
down or lags behind. German 
fighters are on it like vultures. 
The boys don't know how many 
Germans were' in the air. but they 
think there must have been 30.
